the older countries. It may be fifty years, or 
‘even a hundred, before any opera or other 
musical work that is worthy of recognition 
a creation of genius will produced by 
an American, but there can be no doubt that 
‘such will be the outcome of the efforts now 
being made in behalf of native composers. 
It be borne in mind that Germany 
has not always occupied the leadin 
position among musical nations. A 
one time the Netherlanders furnished the 
greatest names in the musical history of their 
age. The musicians of the Fiemish school 
‘carried their art to Italy. Dufoy is generally 
,acknowledged to have been the founder of 
that school which boasts the names of Oken- 
Josquin des Prés, Ar- 
t, ilaert, Goudimel, and 
73 — Lassus, with the latter of whom 
e superiority of the Netherlands in music- 
alartended. Henceforth the Italian school 
could poast in the person of Palestrina, a 
pupil of Goudi @ representative of the 
art who was second to none. Palestrina, the 
test genius aud profoundest scholar of 
the early Italian school, is believed to have 
been born in 1528, w the birth of Lassus 
is variously given as having o in 1520 
or 1530, the exact time being uncertain in 
both cases. However this may be, the two 
great masters of their respective schools 
were contemporaries. Monteverde, Alles- 
sandro, and Domenico Scarlatti, Jacopo 
Peri and nardo Leo are. some 
of the best-known names of the 
older Italian schools of composition. But 
after the decadence of Italian art the Ger- 
mans in turn became the leading musical na- 
tion of the world. The history of these vari- 
ous schools, as the English and French, over- 
lap in point of time, so- itis not easy to 
determine the ex peri “which one sup- 
planted the other. From the time of the 
elder Bach the rank of the German writers 
has been acknowledged, but the great masters 
of this school are too well known to musical 
a to require any recapitulation here. 
e

fact that the art belongs exclusively to no 
single nation or race. The English at an 
early date possessed native composers of im- 
portance, and are asserted by some, with pos- 
Sibly good reason, to have been the origina- 
tors of the science of counterpoint. Their 
distinctive school of composition was prac- 
‘tically crushed out in tne course of political 
changes; the influx of the German and Ital- 
ian influence for a long time prevented a re- 
naissance of English music, but already the 
composers of that nation are escaping 
from the thralldom in which they have 
so long been held. It is not too much 
to hope that in due time America 
may also rank high among the music-pro- 
ducing nations of the world. If American 
composers will only do now the best and most 
serious work of which they are capable, not 
feverishly, with the hope of fame or personal 
profit, but inspired by a sincere devotion to 
the art which they love, they may at least 
hope to pave the way for the recognition of 
the great composers who will sureiy come in 
due time. Present effort will at all events 
render the path of others less thorny. 


Review of the Week. 

Mr. S. G. Pratt’s “‘ Lucille” closed its sec- 
ond week at the Columbia Theatre last even- 
ing, and it is understood that it will be with- 
drawn for the present. The performances 
have disclosed weak as well as strong points 
in the music, while the libretto appears to be. 
unfortunately, much less satisfactory than 
its setting. The first performance of almost 
any operatic work discloses weaknesses 
which would scarcely be suspected from 
a perusal of the score, and suggests 
many 2 where improvement is possible, 
even by means of * changes here and 
there, to rend nothing o radical altera- 
tions which require much time and labor. 
„Lucille“ is no exception to the genéral 
rule, and many alterations for the better 
have been made during the two ‘weeks that 
hrough the addition 
of new business and experience in the 
old the opera has been much improved, and 
the reception that it has met with from the 
= is certainly encouraging. A new li- 

retto is what it most needs at present. No 
doubt had that been adequate from the first 
the music would have attained a higher 
plane. The only way to learn the art 
of writing for tne stage lies through 
making many attempts with 
rying degrees of success and dis 
covering by means of both failures and suc- 
cesses the laws which govern this form of 
composition—laws a full knowledge of which 
cannot be acquired except by actual experi- 
ence in the theatre. Nearly every great 
dramatic composer has bad his failures be- 
fore anything like success crowned his ef- 
forts, and it would be unreasonable to expect 
more of a native of this country. That Mr. 
Pratt’s work has been so well received is 
sufficient proof that it is not devoid of merit. 

The Duff company at the Grand Opera- 
House has — Von Suppe's Trip to 
Africa throughout the week to audien 
which tested the seuti capacity of 
house at almost every performance, notwith- 
standing the change from the popular prices 
recently adopted at this theatre to the old 
standard. It seemsa t pity that Miss 
Russell and Miss Jarbeau cannot be 
retained in the same company, for 
either will certainly lose by the 
absence of the other: It is strange that the 
ladies cannot see this.

Von Suppe’s musicis of that kind which 
charms with its brightness and ovivacity 
while requiring but little mental application 
for its appreciation. To this fact, as well as 
to the amusing situations and the amount of 
fun contained in thedialog, the success of the 
work is largely due.

RAILROAD PROBLEMS OF THE FUTURE. 

The Inter-State Commerce bill will go into 
force a week hence. The change is foreshad- 
owed already by greater activity in rail ship- 
ments, butitrunsin veins. The men who 
have been werking under special contracts, 
which practically give a rebate from the 
rates charged to the less favored ones, are 
those who are most anxious to 
things,“ as the new law forbids such distinc- 
tions for the future. If it be honestly inter- 
preted it will put an end to those discriniina- 
tions which have enabled a comparatively few 
to ship property ata smaller cost than was 
charged to others in the same line of business. 
There can be no doubt that the trade of the 
country as a Whole will be much healthier 
as a consequence of the change. 

The managers of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road have recognized the fact that the opera- 
tion of the new law will exercise an impor- 
tant influence upon the business of their line, 
but not to the extent recently supposed. A 


. few days ago they issued a notice that all 


rates on traffic in connection with railroads 
in the United States will terminate with the 
close of this month, and that every effort 
would be made to obtain as soon as practica- 
ble reasonable rates from American lines 
from the points of connection with the Cana- 
dian road to the several markét and distrib- 
uting centres in the United States. This 
made to vanish into thin air the gob- 
lin form that had frightened almost out 
of their wits not a few of the 
wise men who thought the law would 
place at a hopeless disadvantage any line in 
the States which has hitherto competed with 
the Canadian transcontinental road. It was 
alleged that the latter would do all the busi- 
ness, because it would be at liberty to vary 


rates at the pleasure of its managers, which |. 


their neighbors over the border could not. 
Bat the Canadians have discovered that the 
penalty of non-intercourse awaited them if 
they did not undertake to make rate regula- 
tions, pos. them, and adhere to them, the 
same as if they were in the States—at least 
so far as concerns business that crosses the 
line. 

An equally salutary discovery may yet be 
made by the folks who are represented as 
still sanguine that the Grand Trunk wili take 
about all the through and export business 
from this section after the 5th of next month. 
It may be that the line in question has made 
arrangements for doubling its freighting fa- 
cilities in view of the tremendous surge of 
business expected to accrue under the new 
order of things. But if so it would not be the 
first instance of reckoning up the bill with- 
out assistance from the landlord. It may be 
safely alleged with reference to all this that 
‘the new law will not operate to the perma- 
nent disadvantage of any line in the United 
States the managers of which wish 
to transport freight and passengers on 
a square basis, and if honestly administered 
it win prevent them from doing it in any 
other way. The provisions of the law permit 
as speedy à restoration of equilibrium in 
cases where unfair advantage is taken as 
ever the pooling arrangements have done. It 
may be some time before the commission is 
able todeal with the questions that may 
arise as between carriers in the States and 
Canadian rivals, but even here the aifficulty 
reduces to a minimum. The season of navi- 
gation will soon open, and the lake route will 
act as a powerful equalizer as between com- 
peting lines during the summer. By the ap- 
proach of cold weather it will probably be

MR. ROCHE IN THE LEGISLATURE. 

The public record of Mr. Roche consists of 
one term in the State Legislature, With 
that exception his twenty years in Chicago 
have been devoted to the duties of private 
hfe. When, however, his opponents sneered 
at him as a candidate without a record they 
countéd beyond their host. It seems [that 
during that short time he accomplished a 
great deal. Because he is too modest to toot 
his own horn is no objection to him. Chicago 
has had enough of that sort of oratory to lust 
What the peo- 
ple want is a Mayor who will do the most 
and say the least about it. Miles Kehoe, 
who was a State Senator on his second term 
when Roche was in the House, has made a 


timely statement of the legislative record of | 


our next Mayor. This, record deserves espe- 
cial attention, and, it may be added, au ex- 
amination of Tun Taipund files of thé period 


fully verifies Mr. Kehoe's representation of 


the part Mr. Roche took in securing the 
more important legislation of the Thirtietn 
General Assembly. 

The measures for the passage of which Mr. 
Roche is entitled to special credit, aecording 
to Senator Kehoe and our files, are, frst, 
town reform; second, the Back-Tax bill; 
third, the Police and Fireman’s Pension bill; 
fourth, the Building Association law: The 
latter was introduced in the previous Gen- 
eral Assembly, but was stalled in ite passage 
until Mr. Roche ‘came to its relief. These 
four are among the leading statutes of the 
State, as well as of that Legislature. It will 
be remembered that town affairs had come to 
be specially corrupt. The South Di- 
vision of Chicago was at the merey 
in tax mat ters of a § Deodle gang 
of the lowest and most disreputable: sort. 
The law passed ten years ago laid the founda- 
tion of reform, and there has been no such 
state of things here since thatday. Every 
property-holder, small and great, in Chicago, 
more particularly on the South Side, should 
be glad of a chance, even if it is rather late in 
the day, to give a vote of thanks’ to John A. 
Roche for his part in that reform. The 
Back-Tax bill proved a gréat benefit to all 
Chicago. On that point and the Pen- 
sion bill, also the Building . Association 
act, we quote Mr. Kehoe’s own words: 
“When they [the town reform bills] 
went to the House Mr. Roche’s tact, perse- 
verance, and untiring labor pushed them 
through there, and they immediately became 
laws. We had the same experience with 
what was known as the Back-Tax bill,’ that 
put about @ million and one-half dollars into 
the City Treasury the first year of Harrison’s 
Administration. That money Harrison 
claims he caused to be put there, butitis a 
lie. John A. Roche moré than any other 
member of the Legislature was instrumental 
in passing that law, and Harrison cannot 
deny it. Then on the bill to pension disabled 
police and firemen he came my assistance 
to draft it, and his exertions made it a law. 
In 1875 I introduced what is now known as 


the Building Association law,’ and it passed 


that year, but was vetoed by the Governor. 
The next session Mr. Roche and my- 
self redrafted it, and it passed and was al- 
lowed to become a law without the Govern- 


or’s signature. Under that law thousands of | 


working people have built homes, and if they 
have any gratitude the 20,000 working people 
who belong to those building associations 
will vote for Mr. Roche for Mayor.” 

Several otner bills of importance he labored 
for, including the one to abolish contract 
labor in the penitentiary, but the foregoing 
constitute his fourfold legislative record, 
and it is one which may well. inspire the 
voters of Chicago with confidence in his fit 
ness for public service. 


SAFETY OF POWDER MAGAZINES, 

Prof. L. R. F. Griffin has a paper in the 
April number of the Popular Science Monthly 
on the powder-magazine explosion near this 
city last August—-a disaster attended by seri- 
ous loss of lite, destruction of property, and 
some rather puzzling phenomena. It will be 
remembered that the magazine at Brighton 
was struck by lightning during a thunder- 
storm and fifty tons of gunpowder and fifteen 
of dynamite were exploded, causing the death 
of several persons, the demolition. of build- 
ings in the immediate vicinity, and produc- 
ing effects such as the cracking of window- 
panes over seven miles from the scene of the 
disaster and a shock distinctly felt 
in the heart of Chicago. Prof: Griffin now 
explains that there were two distinct 
vibrations—the upward explosion of the gun- 
powder causing a vacuum followed by an air- 
shock, and the downward explosion of the 
dynamite which produced an earth-tremor— 
the two disturbances being almost simuitane- 
ous. ‘This theory explains clearly the burst- 
ing of windows and the falling of walls in 
the direction of the explosion, as well as the 
toppling of chimneys, etc., toward other 
points, one kind of effect being caused by 
the concussion in the air and another by the 
tremor of the earth. 

Immediately after the Brighton explosion 
it was learned that no precautions had been 
taken to protect the magazines from light- 
ning, and the representatives of the powder 
companies alleged that rods were use- 
less on such buildings, and even an 
added source of danger, as - they 
would attract electrical discharges.” 
Prof. Griffin rejects this claim, and asserts 
without qualification. that by properly-ad- 
justed rods the magazines could have 


been given complete protection from light- | plying the same percentages to the country a | paign

difficulty in giving any building, complete se- 
curity. A test was prescribed: by which it 
could be learned in any case whether the 
precautions were sufficient for the purpose. 
If these views be corréct (and they seem to 
be held without dispute among scientific 
men) nothing can justify the storage of vast 
quantities of gunpowder. and dynamite near 
cities or towns without the use of every avail- 
able means to guard against lightning strokes 
and consequent explosions. The liability to ex- 
plosion is great enough at best, and no feasi- 
bie means for the protection of powder maga- 
zines * be neglected. 

ied SUCCESSOR TO JUDGE ROGERS. 

It must not be overlooked that a successor 
to the late Judge Rogers is to be elected the 
same day of our city and town elections, 


The movement in favor of a non-partisan: 


nomination does not seem to be making head 
way. The Democrats insist that as the de- 


ceased jurist was a Democrat his successor 


should be of the same party. No doubt 
Judge Rogers himself would have been 
retained’ upon the bench indefinitly had 
his life been spared. His last election 
was on a non-partisan ticket. Had that com- 
bination been based on a reasonably fair di- 
vision as between the two parties the Demo- 
cratic argumentin this case would be sound, 
but the fact is that the original arrangement 
was onesided—four Democrats to one Repub- 
Hcan. This was due solely to the fact 
that all the old Judges were reélected, 
and all but one were Democrats. It 
was this accidental fact which explains the 
inequality. The Republicans deliberately 
waived théir rights as partisans for the sake 
of keeping upon the bench good and experi- 
enced Judges. But now that death has made 
the election of a new man necessary common 
decency would dictate that the Democrats 
should concede the selection to the Repub- 
licans, with a veto power upon any choice 
made, such reservation of the right to object 
being a protection against the vhoice of an 
unsuicable candidate. 

There are five Circuit Judges, and at 
least two of them should be Repub- 
licans. The Circuit bench has about 
the same strictly judicial functions as 
the Superior bench, but it has some 
general duties of very considerable impor- 
tance. Among other things it has the selec- 
tion of the South Park Commissioners, a 
body which expends a good deal of money 
and has charge of a large public interest. 
The South Division of Chicago contrib- 
utes to the South Park in the way of 


taxes over $300,000 a year. The South 


Park tax is larger than the State ana 
town taxes combined. We have no com- 
plaint to make of. the present management 
of that park, but simply insist that it is only 
fair that the fountain-head of authority in 
its management should not be Democratic 
four to one. There are other duties Which 
devolve upon the Circuit bench which might 


be specified, but it is enough for our present 


purpose to add that the policy of the law 
seemed to be to place upon these Judges all 
administrative authority not otherwise a, 
propriated,” as the phrase 1s. 

The Republicans should put in nomination 
a lawyer of eminent ability, unexceptionable 
in character, and so well known that the pro- 
fession will recognize and testify to his fit- 
ness. A good lawyer will only support as acan- 
didate for the bench another good lawyer, and 
a good many clients vote judicially as advised 
by their respective attorneys, and this is as 
it should be.. Previous condition of political 
activity is not a bar to the bench, but it 
should not be a stepping-stone to it either. 
Be sure and nominate a suitable man, whether 
the workers know him or not. With two 
candidates in the field the decisive considera- 
tion will probably be their relative standing 
at the bar. 
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THE NEW CONSUMPTION REMEDY. 
It will be remembered that a few years ago 
a French physician—Dr. Declat—arrived in 
this city and introduced a remedy for lung 
and kindred diseases, Which was taken up by 


the late Dr. Cook and some other physicians 


hotwithstanding the very general opposition 
of the profession. This remedy was- known 
as phenic acid, which was only clarified car- 
bolic acid, and was administered as a fluid in 
hypodermic form. It made some partial cures 
and prolonged life in some cases, but it was 
not successful enough to last and wae finally 
dropped. 

Another French physician—Dr. Bernard— 
some years ago made experiments of rectal 
injections of gases, and these experiments 
have been still further carried on by Prof. 
Bergeron of Lyons, who has found that an in- 
jection of carbonic acid gas not only wouid 
have no deleterious effect upon the intes- 
tines, but had a very beneficial effect in heal- 
ing persons afflicted with consumption and 
other’ lung troubles. The system has now 
been taken up by the physicians of the Phila- | 
delphia Hospital, one of the most conserya - 
tive institutions in the country and one of 
the most successful, and extraordinary re- 
sults have been secured, although it has been 
in use only about six weeks. The simplicity 
of the method of administering the gas is 
shown by the following extract from an ar 
ticle describing the method: 


The apparatus used by Drs. McLaughlin, 
Bruen, and Taylor is exceedingly simple, consist- 
ing of a rubber bag of a capacity of four or 
tive gallons and a Woultf bottle, such as is used 
by chemists fer wanking or saturating gases, 
and the necess nnections of rubber tub- 
ing. The flask is ted with hot water bearing in 
solution sodium chloride and sodium sulphide in 
the proportion of five graius of each to twenty- 
four ounces of water, The rubber bag is filled 
with gaseous carbonic acid and connected by 
tubing with the bottie in such a way that pressure 
upon the bag will force its contents through the 
liquid and ness through a rubber fitted with u 
syringe tube. pressure upon the bag the gas 
is forced into * intestines. The pressure is 
carefully regulated so as not to produce any 7 — 
in the patient, and the whole operation lasts but 
ten to twenty minutes. 

The effect of.the gas isto arrest the de- 
composition of the affected parts by rapid 
oxidation. Thus far it seems to have ‘been 
wonderfully successful in its operation, and 
if its results prove to be permanent and the 
patients now under treatment continue to 
improve until they can be discharged cused, 
the remedy will speedily come into common 
use. There are no diseases so common or 
more fatal than those of the lungs. The 
health report of this city shows that in 1885 
there was a total of 12,474 deaths in a popu- 
lation of 664,684. Of these 1,162, or 9.31 per 
cent of the whole, were caused by phthisis 
pulmonans or consumption. The déaths 
by cancer were 29, or 2 per cent, 
and those by old age 280, or 24 
per cent. Four times as many persons 
died of consumption as of old age. From 
acute lung diseases, which include pneumo- 
ria, bronchitis, congestion of the lungs, and 
pleuritis, 1,404, or 11 per cent, died, f

SENATOR SHERMAN IN CINCINNATI. 


Addressing a Large Meeting of Working- 
men with Good Effect. 

Crnctnnati, O., March. 26.—[Special.]— 
John Sherman met with a warm reception 
from the merchants on Change today. He 
made a speech which evoked" loud cheers. 
Tonight Senator Sherman addressed an im- 
mense audience at Turner Hall. The audi- 
ence contained many ladies and several hun- 
dred members of the Union Labor party, 
which claims to be very strong just now. 
Gen. Edward F. Noyes, ex-Governor of Ohio, 
introduced Mr. Sherman as the distinguished 
Senator who they all hoped would be Pres- 
ident next year. This seatiment 
elicited tremendous cheers, which 
were kept up for fully five 
minutes.

A New Process of Treating Steel in Tool- 
Making 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March A. — TWO Ken- 
tuckians—one of them a blacksmith— recently 
called at the Navy Department and announced 
that they had discovered a process of treating 
steel which, if their claims are borne out by the 
facts, will practically revolutionize the art of 
steel-tool r 

They did not divulge the nature of the inven- 
tion further than to intimate that it related to 
the chemical bath in which the tool is immersed 
in the tempering process. The callers asserted 
that by their metliod of treatment the common- 
28 of metal, such as shear or cast steel, 

d be so tempered in the matter of hardness 
and toughness as to fully equal the best grades 
of tool steel. An ordinary pair of cheap cast- 
steel scissors could be treated without discon- 
necting the blades so as to cut and hold an edge 
as well as the best English tool-steel shears. 

An vag) Sore was made on the blade of Sec- 
retary Whitney's pocket-knife with the result 
that it was possible to cut or whittle an ordinary 
steel key without parent injury to the blade. 
Moreover, the results of the treatment are as- 
serted to be so under control that it is possible to 
temper steel to any de of hardness or tough- 


is intended. So impressed was the Secretary by 
the claims of the inventors that, after consuita- 
tion with the Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, 
he decided to permit the process to be tested ex- 
perimentally at the nwa Sage Navy- Yard. 
Commodore Sicard accordingly ordered speci- 
men bars of steel te be prepared, and the experi- 
ments have already been begun. 


Austria's New Rifles. 

The great arms factory at Steyr has raised the 
number ofits workmen from 900 to 4,000, and 
they are working day and night at the manafact- 
ute of the Mannlicher repeating rifle. A first dis- 
tribution of these isto be made in April, and it 
is stated that it will require about two months to 
exercise the troops in the use of them. As a set-

The cost of 
the apparatus is about 5s. It can be locked 
when not wanted, and an mtelligent soldier 
would learn the use of it in a couple of hours. 
The Russian Government has got held of this in- 
vention, or of one like it, for I learn from Odessa 
that rifies with a similar apparaus are now being 
generally used at drillin Russian Poland. When 
off drill soldier removes the machine and car- 
ries it in a case at his belt:— Vienna Letter.

The indictment 
returned against Robinson, Van Pelt, Varnell, 
Frey, MeGarigié, and Ochs is simply the 
same charge viewed from the other end 
of the conspiracy. In other words, 
they are charged with conspiring aud 
agreeing to properly audit and approve the 
fraudulent claims presented by Robinson and 
actually performing the necessary work 
whereby the claims were changed into cash.

THE RAILROADS. 


Annual Showing of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy. . 

The annual report of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy Railroad Company for the year 
1886 will show that the gross earnings of the 
road, including all leased lines and branches, 
were $26,728,408; operating expenses, $14,491,- 
683; net earnings, $12,236,725. To the latter 
is to be added $615,342 for interest, and ex- 
change, and other expenses, making the 
total income $12,852,067. The net surplus for 
the year amounts to $526,831. The increase 
in net earnings for 1886 over net earnings in 
1885 was $86,067. 

During the year 194¢ miles of second track 
have been added in Illinois and 1% miles in 
Nebraska. The number of miles. of second 
track Dec. 31, 1886, was, in IIlinois, 203%; in 
Iowa, 67/6; and in Nebraska, 49; total, 276. 
In Illinois, Iowa, and Missouri during the 

rear 128 miles of steel rails were laid in 

ranches and side-tracks to replace 
iron rails; 19% miles of steel rails 
were laid in new second tracks, and 16% 
miles in new side-tracks, and 1256 miles in 
new main tracks upon branches. The total 
number of miles of steel rails in all tracks 
east of the Missouri River Dec. 31, 1886, was 
1,761. This includes the whole main line in 
Illinois and lowa. In Nebraska and Kansas 
during the vear 127% miles of main track and 
2 miles of side track were relaid with steel 
rails in place of iron rails; 318 miles 
of steel rails were laid in new main 
track upon the several branches buiit 
during the year, and 1% miles in new second 
track, making 1, 850 miles of steel rails in 
all tracks west of the Missouri River Dec.

Southern Railroad Rates. 

New York, March 26.—{Special.]|—The 
Southern railroad men who met here today 
settled that the Southern railroads will carry 
on business under the new law with slight 
changes in their old methods. The old 
freight classification and rates the associa- 
tion have readopted with some _ trifling 
amendments, the cotton goods problem, now 
before the Arbitration committee, being the 


| only important matter upon which the Ex- 


ecutive and Rate Committees fail to agree. 
A tariff of freight rates, Secretary Sindall 
said, to comply with the intepretation of the 
law, which forbids the acceptance of lower 
rates fora short haul than fora long haul 
without regard to competition and other at- 
tending circumstances, was prepared and 
submitted, but it was found upon thorough 
investigation that its application would great- 
ly damage the commerce of the whole coun- 
try east of the Mississippi and south of the 
Ohio and Potomac Rivers. The committees 
therefore decided not to adopt the tariff or 
put it into effect until the whole subject can be 
yassed upon by the Inter-StateCommissioners. 
y this decision the conditions of Southern 
freight traffic will be very much the same 
after April 5 as before. The Arbitration 
Committeé was ‘unable to end the cotton- 
goods deadlock, although its members sat 
well into the evening. The committee de- 
cided that the discrimination in fares of 
Southern mills must be given up and equal 
rates must be charged on cotton goods when 
— in either direction. But then the 
whole matter became one of classification 
and there duiflculty arose, and no decision was 
reached. The trouble is that the cotton- 
goods problem is a big one, and,as it inter- 
ests all parts of the country, it is being made 
the subject of astubborn fight before the 
arbitrators. One result of the discussion 
of the passenger agents was a change of 
opinion upon a very important subject—mile- 
age tickets. Hitherto the General Agents 
had held that mil tickets were prohibited 
by the Inter-State Commerce act. This is the 
view taken by the trunk lines, and they have 
already ordered the sale of such tickets dis- 
continued. The Southern roads’ representa- 
tives resolved to continue the sale of mileage 
tickets on the ground that the law does not 
prohibit them. It was also decided that ex- 
cursion tickets are le Special rates to 
theatrical companies will have to and the 
only fares given commercial travelers will be 
the right to purchase mileage tickets just as 
anybody else will be able to do.

titled to swear in their votes, and advises 
them to do so. Mrs. Juliet Severance, prom- 
inent as one of the Milwaukee woman- 
suffragists, announces that she will make no 
attempt to take advantage of the new law.

S. Murphey, the Labor candidate for the 
Circuit Court Judgeship, is a good lawyer 
and a well-to-do bachelor.

VULCANIZED RUBBER. 


Death of One of the Men Who Claimed to 
Have ‘Discovered the Process. 

New York, March 2.—[Special.}|—John 
Rider, once a wealthy speculator in this city, 
died yesterday in the 73d year of his age at 
the Old Gentlemen's Unsectarian Home in 
Kings Bridge road. He died a poor man, 
and for several years had hved upon the 
charity of friends, although his two sons and 
his wife are living, with sufficient means, at 
Norwalk, Conn. Rider came of a well-known 
and well-to-do New England family. His 
father held a contract for carrying the mails 


between Boston and New York before the 
days of the railroad. Rider was a fine-look- 


ing young man, and was, m the New England 
, termed ‘ 


vern smart.“ Was born 
in Worcester and began to make money 
early in life as Captain of his own ship, ply- 
2 China and Boston. 

en he en in the rubber business 
and contested with Goodyear & Co. the right 
both claimed as inventors of the process of 
vulcanizing India rubber. He alse accepted 
several Government contracts in carrying 
out which he mage.mueh money, He added 
to his fortune by speculati se Bigg oe howev- 
er, caused his ruin in the e When penni- 
less his relatives deserted: him, and for a 
number of years he was en care of by 
Mrs. Berry of No. 112 West Fortieth street, 
and Horace Leland also aided him. Cirecum- 
stances, however, led to his being recently 
admitted to the home. In his prosperous 
days he owned the present Grand Hotel 
property and some real estate on Thirty-first 
street. In ponies he was a stanch Repub- 
lican. Mr. er’s death was due to acute 
rheumatism and was sudden. 

The way in which the process of vulcaniz- 
ing rubber came to be discovered by the 
Goodyears was told some years ago by John 
Dixon, one of Goodyear’s employés. The 
men had a habit of shawty rubber much as 
the modern schoolgirl chews gum. One 
day while Dixon and an Irishman were carry- 
ing some rubberon an iron hand-barrow to 
the oven, the Irishman was taken with a 
fit of co ing as he passed a barrel of sul- 
phur a involuntarily spat out his rubber 
cud. It fell into the barrel. Setting down 
the barrow he made a grab for it and recoy- 
ered it. The sulphur, however, adhered to its 
moist surface, and he threw it Gown with an 
expression of disgust. It fell upon the bar- 
row and was put into the oven with it. When 
the barrow was taken from the oven Dixon 
saw that the little piece of rubber had as- 
sumed a new appearance. He examined it 
earefully, and became convinced that he held 
in his hand the key to the discovery Mr. 
Goodyear had been searching for. He took 
the little thing to Mr. Goodyear, who, when 
he saw it became much excited. Dixon told 
him the circumstances under which the 
change had been effected, and Mr. Goodyear 
set his son and Dixon at work experiment- 
ing. It was several months before they suc- 
céeded, but they finally learned the secret of 
making vulcanized rubber. 


THE KNIGHTS IGNORED, 


Settlement of the Strike of the Paterson 
Silk Dyers— Results of the Lockout. 

New York, March 2.—(Special.|—The 
strike of the Paterson silk dyers was finally 
settled today, aud the men will go to work 
Monday morning. The result is a complete 
victory for the manufacturers, who have suc- 
ceeded in establishing their right to manage 
their own business, and-an utter defeat for 
the Knights of Labor. The strike has lasted 


thirty-nine days, excluding Sundays, and 


about 1,600 men employed in the dye 
shops participated in it, although indirectly 
over 10,000 rsons were employed. Their 
action cau a gradual reduction of forces 
in the weaving mills, as the supply of dyed 
skeins ran out and several of the largest silk 
mills are shut down entirely. The real bone 
of contention was that none but Knights of 
Labor in good standing,“ should be em- 
ployed. The manufacturers refused to 
recognize the Knights in any way. A sched- 
ule presented by the employers has been 
signed by many of the strikers within a few 
days past, and * * strike was practically 
beaten lon Knights of Labor are 
2 3 the agreement made 
ay.

Britain Ire- 
land, the Rt. Hon. Archibald Philip, Eari of 
Rosebery, her Majesty’s Principal Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, eto., etc. 

Who, after havi communicated to each 
other their res 6 full powers, feund in 
8 and due form, have agreed upon the 

lowing articles: 

ARTICLE I. 

The provisions of the tenth article of the 
said treaty shall be and are hereby extended 
so asto apply to and comprehend the follow- 
ing additional crimes not mentioned in the 
said article—namel yi: 

1. Manslaughter.

4. Malicious injuries to roperty, whereby 
the life of any person shail be endangered,

This convention shall not, apply.to any of 
the crimes herein named and specified which 
shall have been committed, or to any convic- 
tion which shall have deen pronounced, prior 
to the date when the convention shall come 
into force. 

ARTICLE IV. 

No fugitive criminal shall be surrendered 
under the provisions of the said treaty or of 
this convention if the crime in respect of 
which his surrender is demanded be one of 
@ political character, or if he prove to the 
competent authority that the requisition for 
his surrender has in fact been made with the 
view to try or punish him for a crime of a po- 
litical character. 

ARTICLE V. 

A fugitive criminal surrendered to either 
of the high contracting parties under the pro- 
visions of the said treaty or of this conven- 
tion shall not, until he has had an opportunity 
of returning to the State by which he has 
been surrendered, be detained or tried for 
any crime committed prior to his surrender 
other than the extradition crime proved by 
the facts on which his surrender was 
granted, 

ARTICLE VI. 

The extradition of fugitives under the pro- 
visions of the said treaty and of the present 
convention shall be carried out, in the United 
States andin her Majesty’s dominions re- 
spectively, subject to and in conformity with 
the laws regulating extradition for the time 
being in force in the surrendering State. 

ARTICLE vn. 

‘This convention shall be ratified, and the 
ratifications shall be exchanged at London 
as soon as possible. 

It shall come into force ten days after its 
publication, in conformity with the forms 

scribed by the laws of the high contract-

But here comes in a singular phase of his 
feeling. Although Grant had been extremely 
disgusted at Blaine's introduction into the 
Cabinet, and though he certainly attributed 
the subsequent course of Garfield to the in- 
fluence of Blaine, I never thought his sore- 
ness so great towards the Secretary of State 
as towards the President. He not only 


looked upon Garfield as responsible, but he 


felt that it was Garfield whom he himself 
had served, and who should have remem- 
bered the service.

York, who was charged with receiving a 
bribe in connection with his vote which 
made the Broadway railroad a possibility. 
He created quite a scene in Tweed’s old court- 
house, where Judge Barrett and twelve 
jurors, with the force of the District-At- 
torney’s office and his own associates, the 
distinguished orator Daniel Dougherty from 
Philadelphia, and others, were endeavoring 
honestly, I dare say, to ascertain whether 
the defendant was guilty or not. 

We have fallen upon curious days. 

it used to be considered that the law pre- 
sumed every man innosent until he was proved 
guilty. Now Judges, jurors, newspaper writ- 
ers, and District-Attorneys go upon the the- 
ory that every man is guilty unless he can 
prove himself innocent. I don’t blame Cleary 
for not wishing to be tried before Judge Bar- 
rett. It doesn’t necessarily imply that Judge 
Barrett is a bad man, but, good or bad, Judge 
Barrett is human, and having tried all these 
Aldermanic cases has placed himself squarely 
on the record that he believes them all to be 
guilty; and,as the evidence against one is 


| the evidence against all, where in the name 


of heavens can he find impartiality, and why 
should he expect other people to believe that 
he is superhuman enough to be impartial? 

Nobody believes it. 

He doesn’t believe it. 

Every day since this man has been on trial, 
and for weeks prior to it, every principal 
newspaper in the City of New York has 
clamored for his conviction. Every possible 
device has been resorted to not only to show 
his guilt, but to paralyze the efforts of his 
friends and his counsel by making it appear 
that his friends were committing a heinous 


crime in asserting their belief in his inno- 
cence, and were adding to that crime by 


‘avowing their intention to stand by him in 


every material possible way until it be shown 
that he is guilty. n 

But with that we have nothing to do. 

lam not discussing Cleary’s guilt or inno- 
cence, nor do I intend to rattle any chestnuts 
from the reports of the week now closed, but 
I did think that the scene in Barrett's court, 
when Shafer yelled his defiance to Pulitzer.
